Bince date of the last annual report of this ofce,
our relations with the varions Indian tribes have
been o8 favorable as conld be expected, No serlons
outbreaks or demonstrations of hostility, threaten.
Ing to involve any tribe In a war with the Govern-
ment, have occurred, and It may be truly assertod
that quiet has generally prevailed aimnong them, The
exceptions are very few, and with these the pros-
pect 18 that by jodiclous management s more pro-
mising state of anairs will exist fn future,

TUE PIEGAR MASSAURE,

Thoge with whom we have had, perhaps, the

catekt tronble are the Plegan 1ndlan band of the

lnokfeet Natlon, who range in, Moutana and poross
and into the British posscssions, ¢ I8 true that
members of the Blackfeet n sammer and astumn
of the past year hinve been gulity of frequent depro-
dations upon the property of the citizens of Montin
and comiitted several murders, The cltlzens o
the Territory demanded the privilege of organlzing
an arped party to pumsh the offendera, This
demand could not with propriety be acceded to, but,
in order to aford them protection angainst the ma-
rauders, the small military force then in Montana
was lurgely increased, and in the winter following s
campalgn was undertaken against them, but princit-
pally pgainst the Piegan band, who were the groatest

Joffenders, The command, which was under Brevet

Lieutenant-Colonel E. Baker of the United
States cavalry, attaeked the camp of this band,

Red Horo belng thelr ehlef, on the ¢3d of
January Inst, on Marias river, the result of
which was the killling of 178, among whom

were, It I8 reported, many women and children,
ABs the conduct of the pmllitary on this occa-
slon  has  been  severely animadverted upon
by part of the public press, and by persons in an
official capacity, as well as by private individuals, it
is but just to the oficer in command that his ver-
slon of the matter should be recelved and lmpar-
tially considercd, He remarks, In his report to
Genernl Sherman, that of the namber killed 120
were able-bodied men, and 58 women and ehjldren.,
That of captives afterward released there wera 140
women and cobildren; aud he declares the bellef
that every effort was made by the offlcers and men
t0 save the non-combatants, and that the killing of
women and children was accldental and unayold-
able. Althongh the consequences were deplorable,
et they were clfectual in completely subdaing the
ndians, and their entire refations have since

not only been quiet, but even solicitous to
entér Into  arrangements for a  permanent
cace, and to guarantee thelr good behavior in

uture, Added to this tronble, brought npon thetn-
gcives by thelr evil dolugs, small-pox was at the
same time raging among the tribw, by which great
numbers wore swept away and much suttering
superinduced. This dreaded scourge not only
afected the Diack fect, bul prevalled largely among
the Assinabolne, Gros Ventre, and River Crow tribes
on the Missourl rives, below Henton, The depart-
ment has been active 10 cansing prompt vaccination
of all the Indian tribes to the extent of the means
provided by ('uuﬁzn-ﬂs, and it 18 hoped thata calamity
80 disastrous will not soon oocur again
THE GRAND COUNCIL OF THE TRIBES,

The varfous Indlan tribes in Indian Territory were
during the pust summer informed, through the
Superintenaent of Indian Atfalrs, that Congress had
made an appropristion to pay the expenscsof a
general connell, provided for 1o the treatled with the
Cherokees and other tribes conclnded in 1866, Re-
&enumtwes of severnl tribes accordingly met at

Emuigee, in the Creek country, in the latter part
of Beptember last, but as all the tribes were not re-
gented, an adjournment antil the 5th of Pecem-

T neXxt was agreed upon. The action of the coun-
oll, 8o far as gny pollcy 18 londicated by Ita proceed.
ings, augurs very favorable results, Resolutions
were passed advising the Cheyennes, Arapalioes,
Klowas, Comanches, and other nomadic tribes
in the Territory, to entertuin most
friendiy relations to the people of the United States,
and inviting them to send delegates to be present
and participate in the procesdings of the adjonrned
Conneil in December, Too much lmportance can-
not be given 1o the conslderation of this measure,
which promises to be of incalcwable benent to
them and their posterity. Should the councll be
conducted on the principles contemplated 1o the
treaties of 1806, it cannot but contribute to the ad-
yancemwent (nall that constitutes a prosperons and
bappy people of all the tribes now (nhaviting ln-
dian territory, and be potent in its influences upon
iribes in the most remote gections of our country.
Ope importaut result will be the establishment of
more Intimwate relatons with each other, o the re-
cognition of the bonds of & common brotheérhoml,
aud perbeps a confederation which will be taata-
mount to and accepled by Congress as a territorial
government for the Indian Territory.

Bat little progress has been made by the Indians
for whom the reservation waa set apart ou Coloraio
rinr;onlir comparatively a few have ever been at
any one time upon it, and {Lhas been impracticable
to aceomplish the beneficent purpeses of Govero-
ment in their behall, The causes of the fallure are
mainly to be found In the sterility of the #oll and the
attacks of hostile tribes, A iter condition of
affalre wonld doubtless exist could a sufMclently
large military force be stationed upon the reserva-
tion %0 protect well-diaposed and restrain lawiess
bands, and were the irrigating canal, whieh has
been in course of commiruction for several years,
completed nnd made avallable to water thelr dry
and sandy flelds,

PIOGREER OF CIVILIZATION.

It 18 worthy of notice that, while the greater nom-
ber of trite 8 still adhere to the customs and manner
of life of their fathers, others, ander the practical
workinge of that ofviligation to which thelr minds
have been directed by the efforts of the government
and philanthroplats, are glvlng encouraging evidencs
of the practicabllity of their elevation to the dignity
of citigenglilp, and that they will sustain credltab'y
that relatlon whenever they ghall assume It.  In the
States of Mickigan, Wisconsin, Minnesoila, and
Kansas are those who have already abandoned
tribal organization, and taken upon themselves the
rights aud responsibliities of citizens, and there are
othera prepared for change., Auother imdication of

rogress i thin direction 18 that many are askin
Fnr the survey of their reservation, where 1t 18 hels
in common, and for alletments jn soveralty of tracts
of %0 or more acres to each, and In some cases the
work of surveying is being etfectod with this object
in view. The policy of glviog every Indian a home
hecancall hisown is & wise one, as it indnces o
strong incentive to him to labor and make overy
effort in his power to better his oondition. By the
adoption, generaliy, of this plan on the part of the
Government, the Indians wounld be mora rapidly
advanced in civillzation than they would if the
poilcy of allowing them to hold fheir lnnd
in common were continned, The progress of
the Indians, during the pass year, in education and
agricultore, and general Industrial pursaits, is not
very marked: yet there I8 reason 1o belleve that it
has been steady. There has been an increased wils
lingness to engage in culiéivation of the sofl, and a
desire to have schools established among those des-
titute of them, and for these reasons additional as.
glstance and factlities to carry on farming opera-
tions and schools should be furnished to thoke who
have peen to some extent heretofore provided for,
The policy of the Soclety of Friends has been highly
promotive of the welfare and happiness of the tribes
under them, even at agencies for the Cheyennes,
Arapahoes, Klowas, and Comsnche trites, that
have been so difMcult 1o control for years past,
Where the least possible gooid could be expected to
be accomplishied, commendable pruodence and energy
have been displayed, aud as favorable a condition of
Rilairs exists there as could be reasonably expected.
Military gentlemen also, who last year wera detailed
for duty as Indian agents by direction of the Presi-
dent, have faithfully, and, with much credit to them-
selves, eMolently managed the trust devolved upon
them, and it {4 t0 be regretted that they cannot be
continucd in service,

THE PRERIDENT'S NEW POLIOY,

The Presidential plan of inaugurating a greater
degree of honesty In our intercoarse with the In-
digns, by the appointment of Friends to some of the
superintendencies and agencles, hes proven such a
success that when Congress, at its last session, pro-
hibited the employment of ariny officers o any «olivil
capacity, thereby practically relleving those who
who were detatled for duty aa Iudian Saperinten-

dents and osgeuts, the President at  onpce
determined 1o still further  carry onut
the principle by invitlng other religious
denominations of the country to engage 1n

the great work of civilizing Indigns, Dy hia direc.
tion, correspondence was opened with different
misslonary assoclations, explaining to them the
purpose and desire of the Guvernment to combine
with the material progress of the Indian race wenns
for their moral and inteliecsaal improvement, and if
they concurred in the plao, asking them to desig-
nate the names of such pergons, possessing good
Christlan characters,jas wonld be willing to accept
the position and discharge the duties of Indian
agents, and who would at the same time lend their
personal and omeinl intduence to such edncational
and misglopary or religlons euterprises ns their
gocleties might undertake, The plan 18 obyi-
onsly a wise and humane oue. Under politi-
cal management for o long wseries of years,
and  the expenditure of lorge suoms of
money annoally, the Imdiapg made bat
Hittle progress towards that healthful Christian civi-
Hzatton in which are mbraced the elements of the
material wealth and intellectual and moral develop-
ment,  Iudeed, It has seemed to humanitarinus (st
the more the Indian was brought into contact with
moderu civillzation the more degraded he becare,
learning only 1t8 vices, and adopling none of {8 vir-
tucs—not, thercfore, a8 u dernter resort to gave &
dying race—but from the highest moral conviction
of Christian homanity the President wisely deter-
mined to invoke the co-operation of the entire reli-

gions element of the country fo help by thelr
labors and counsels 1o Lring  about  aond
produce the greatest amount of good from

the expenditure of the munincent annual approprin-
tiop of money made by Congreas for the clvilization
and Unristianization of the Indianrace, Most of the
religions organizations promptly responded, heartily
favoripg the proposition, snd agrecing to assist in
its execution, Men of their designation have been
appointed agents, some of whom have gone out to
their respective agencies, while others are preparing
to do so. The prayers of all good Christiang will go
with them that they may succeed fu sthe great work
for which they have been spectally chosen, and L
carpesty hope that the country generally will ap-
prove the course adopted, and give it all the support
HeCeRsary,
RAILROAD PROJECTE IN THE INDIAN COUNTRY,

The rapid ecnstruction of rallroads Lranching
into every section of the country 1s a matter of very
gerious ninport to the Indiace generally. Granta of
land given by Congress In ald of rondsin the West
must inevitably and unavoldavly interfere wiiu
mapy Indlan reservations, Diversity of opinlon
exists among the varlous tribes of the Indian Ter-
ritory, by reason of the projected resds north, youth,
east, and west, through tuat Territory, and
other roads In  the Sonth alming to reach
the Pacific will of necessity pusd chrough
the Immense tracts of Inolan country, or the couns
try elgimed by them. So with the Northern Pacifio
which road must necessarily pass through severa
reservations, the quiet possession of which Is guar-
anteed w the Indians by the solemn falth of trea-
ties. Other roads are projecied shrough the Great
Slonx District; the Sioux are the most powerful and
wariike tribe of Indians in the United States, and
their peraistent and determined opposition to rail.
rowds is well known.

Any attempt, therefore, to peuetrate tha country
In this way wmust prodace coliislon. These are
matters which should receive the attentinn of the
authorities of the Government and Congress, and
Euch steps be early taken as will avold all dimceualty.

Partlculars of Mr. Seward's Receptlan by the
IMikndo—simister DelLong’s iplomney.

A Yokohama (Oct, 23) correspondent of the
Chicago Tribune wriles as follows: —Japaness
exclusiveness s, beyond question, rapldly
giving way to Western civilization, and the re-
ception accorded Mr. Beward, I take i, will
make an important era in the history of Japan
given, as It was, without auy pressure er forma
circumlocution, ns has heretofore characterized
the lnterviews of eminent personages with Hls
Majesty, the ruler of this elpire,

The Japunese Government was aware of Mr.
Beward's intended vislt to Japan, and imme-
diately upon his arrival he was invited Lo take
breakfnst with the Minister of Forelgn Affairs
the Japanese oflicials thinking, ne doubt, and
correctly too, that thelr Minlsler ranked equul
to our ex-Becretary of Btate.

Our Minister here, the Hon. Charles E, De
Long, in whose bands Mr, Beward had placed
bimeelf, for reasons which proved his good
senee in such mattars, in a note politely declined
the Japanese Minlster's invitation.

The npext Mr, Beward, ex-Postmaster-
General Randall and wife, two young ladies
the Misses Risley, who belong to the Sew
party, accom ed by Minister De Long, re-
Edred to the JL"“ Capitol, and there were jolned

v Colonel awmf United States Consul at
Yeddo, and all started out sight-seeing, gulded
by the court Interpreter, a ucated and
wmmmlzhed geutleman, whom Mikado had
Imme sent Lo the dis party on
Learing of thelr arrival.

After a few hours’ walk and drive about the
city, the interpreter, { ‘ull the time uneasy
about

jhe one Lo the notg sbould be glven for Mr.

Beward's deelining to breakfast with the Japa-
neee Minister. r. DeLeng explained tia{ Mr.
Bewnard was one of America’s grealest states-
men, that he had long served his country as
chief adviser of the President, that he did not
make it a point to be feled and dined, that he
was not desirous of such sort ol attentions,
elc. ele.

Time was passing, and the Minister of Foreign
Relations had become uneasy, and the court in-
terpreter had not yet made any explanation.
8o he sent a courier to Mr. Long with a
meseage Lo come and see him at once.
DeLong obeved the summons, and again had
to explain, adding that when Mr. Beward visited
England or Rusgia, or any great power in
Europe, that such was his standing in his own
country that he wounld be invited to a reception
by any of the sovereigns of the countries he was
travellixg through. This was a heavy blow,
and the very one our Minister had all the time
intended to strike; he now had the Japanese al
odde, Do something they must, or sllght Mr.
Beward altogether. }f'hc Prime Minister's break-
fast had been declined, and there was no step
higher, unless in the Mikado's castle. They
assured Mr. DeLong they withed to know in
some way his distingmished conntryman, but to
accede un audience with the Mikado would be
to set a precedent for unofficial personages
that could not be allowed.

Mr. DeLong replied that such a precedent
they would do well to always follow; that we
had ne titles in our country, and intimated that
Queen Vietorin's son, with the title of Captain
of the gunboat Galatea, had been nccorded an
audience, and that he (DeLong) and his Gov-
ernment and countrymen looked upon such
men as plain W. H. Seward as fully the equals
of the merely titled son of the sovereign ol
Gireat Britain. This was too much, and the
Japs had to give it up. I have heard that Mr.
DeLong was a good lawyer, and his readiness
and tact prove him a shrewd aud succeesful
diplomatist, By his ealm, quiet ressoning snd
apparent indifference, he has succceded in
breaking down the last barrier that opposed
our mingling freely with the Japanese people,

‘Ahe Fpglish are terribly worked up about this
affair, for plain Americans to be treated in the
eame manner, or, a8 In this case, better than
their princes, is altogelber out of place, accord-
ing to their ideas of propriety.

I1is Majeety having granted the private audi-
ence, Mr. Beward, Mr. DeLong, and Colonel
Sheppard proceeded to the castle, where they
were awaited by the Ministers of Btate,
and conducted through the gardens
toa very beautiful summer-honse in the grounds,
in & small room In which his Majesty was
sented on a chair, upon the same level with his
auditors, his sword-bearer and secretary stand-
ing near and the Prime Minister and various
members of the Privy Couneil ranged on one
glde of the Chamber, The Mikado received Mr.
Seward and Mr. DeLong with marked kindness,
and, after conversing with them upon various
matters, lnvited Mr. Beward to discuse certain
questions of Btate affairs with his Ministers,
which that gentleman did, whilst taking break-
fast with them after the reception was termi-
nated, His Majesty’'s manner wag most cordial
throughout, and by bis dignified and courteous
reception of his distingunished vigltor will no
doubt do much to inerease the favorable impres-
slon of his Majesty already entertained in the
United States aud in Europe,

THE POPE AND THE CZAR.

A Romnn Cntholle YView of the Eastern Com-
plicaddon.

The Catholic Messenger, a journal published
in New Orleans, takes the following singular
view of the vresent aspect of forelgn affairs: —

“One weok ago and lus IX stood before the
world in the light of a dethroned monarch and
prisoner. Kven then Catholie faith foresaw that
hig trials would have an end, sud that the tri-
umph of his enemies would not be perpetual,
but no one thought that light would commence
to kreak upon the darkness so soon. Searcely
is the sacrilegious ingolence of the Itallan King
consummated in the ocenpation of Rome, when
the first thunder-clap of an avenglng storm
breaks upon the guilty ear of Europe. A gene-
ral war is imminent, and the very outbreak of
such o war muet reinstate the Holy Father in
mogt of his possessions, If not in all the States
80 wrongfully wrested from him of late years,
Already the despatches intimate that Prussia
will intervene in his behalf, and if that {nower
takes such a step her oppounents will not dare to
stay behind,

“Why does Prussin act thus? First—Ger-
many comprizeg an immense Catholic popula-
tion, eay from twenty to (wenty-five millions.
In the herculean struggle that maost ensoe if
Germany combines with Russia against the rest
of Europe, every nerve will be strained to the
utmost and the most latent resources must be
broughit out. Every sympathy must be ap-
lmh:d to and even every prejudice conciliated.

{ow manifest then the policy of gratifying an
immense Catholic population by protecting
their religious interests and enlisting their re-
liglous gratitude! Prossia has already sedn
what kind of soldiers the Bavarians make, and
she is quite willlug to encourage them and got
some wore of the same sort.
& ‘“Then again, Prussia being the avowed cham-
plon of the Pope, how would the Irish people
sgtand aflected to her in case of war with Eng-
land, and how would the Catholic element of
France feel, considering Its distrust of the pre-
sent republic 7 It is evident that the Freoch
republie wonld have to exert Its good services
with the Italian republicans In behalf of his
Holiness, and Evgland would be obliged to go
as {ar as P'russia In securing his wemporal
power. Austris would suddenly become very
devout, as do mosi bad Catholics when they are
eoriouely slek; and Italy, finding one side as
averse to ber pretensions as the other, would be
obliged to yield. When thieves fall out honest
men get thelr dues.

*This general war may possibly not take
place and the result just spoken of may not en-
tue, but in some such way it will be easy fora
Divine Providence to work its will without any
vieible exertion of a miraculous power. The
world may combine against the children of
Light, and in such streugth that they will be
overpowered. Their rights will be ignored and
their very extermination determined on,bat just
when all humau ald 18 gone and all human hope
has failed, the Almighty will emite the
strong and deliver His chosen u})euple.
The cbildren of Iernel were fully In
the tolls of Pharaoh, who would
pot coutent to their departure. There was no
ont to help them, and they seemed, humanly
speaking, doomed to rpelual servitnde or
final extivetion.

FROM EUROPE.

A Sortie Ont of Parls-A Succeesslon of French
Defents,
Nov.

Loxnon, 80 =Noon.—The following
despatch, dated Versailles, early this morning,
hag juet been received here, by way of Berlin.
On Monday and Tuesday the forts around
Paris, particularly thoge to the gouth of D'Ivry,
Biceire, Montrouge, Vanvres, D'Issy, and
Charenton, maintained a farious cannonade.
As was expected by the Germans, this inces-
dant firing wae kept up merely to cover a sortie
in force.

On Tuesday, the 20th, the Parisians came ont
towards L'Hay, snpported by their gunboats in
the Seine. At this point the position of the
Gth Prussian Corps was attacked flercely.
Simultaneousgly other sorties were made in other
directions, with the view probably to prevent
reinforcements to the 6th Corps. In all cases,
however, the French were repulsed and driven
back behind their fortifications. The entire
Prussian loss in these actions was only seven
officers anda few hundred men, while the French
lost sixteen hundred in prisoners alone.

The French have been badly beaten near
Amiens. Their army was totally ronted, and
fled towards Arras. Four French guns were
captured in this engagement.

On Monday, the 28th, the main bodyv of the
French army attempted to force a passage to-
wardea Fontainebleau by heavy and general
attack. They encountered the 10th Frussian
Corps at Beaune, a little village in the depart-
ment of the Loiret, twenty-six miles north of
Crleans.

The Prussians ware quickly reinforeed with
the 5th Infantry and 1st Cavalry Divisions.
The French onglaught was repulsed with heavy
logs in killed, wounded, and prisoners, espe-
cially the latter, Failing in this attempt, the
army of the Loire has withdrawn,

Additlonnl Particulars of the Fight at Heanne,

Versarnies, Nov. 30—Noon.—It now appears
that the greater part of the French army of the
Loire wae engaged against the Prusslan 10th
Corps at Beaune on Monday. From additional
particulare which have just come to hand in the
reporte of commanders, there Iis no ques-
tion but that the defeat of the French
was moet complete. At least one thousand
killed were left on the field by the fleeing
French. BSeventeen hundred unwounded pri-
soners have been captured by the Germans at
the last accounts, and the nmnumber was con-
stantly Increasing, as the Prussiaps were in
close pursuit. "

The Nortle at St. Clond.

A sortie from Paris was made in the direction
of 8t.

8till, an acquaintance who came out in the last
rquad of Americans, says that the opera Is cor-
tainly to be opened shortly at Parls, and that
cantatas of literty will be sung there,

At the Francais, the other day, the Misan-
thrope was put upon the stage, the gentlemen
appearing in cosfume de ville. The most dra-
mntic elty In the world cannot keep Its theatres
long closed. Although the ladies all dress in
fombre colors, and the audience-rooms are
lighted with candles, the people manage to be
very jolly. Mademoiselle Agar, fresh, plquant
beanty! may all bombs spare thee! recites the
“Marseillalse” with the tears In  her great
black eycs.

The Etreet peddlers enarl ont, “Correspon-
dence of the lmperial family! One gon!” Old
Iadies sell eandle ends whiclhi they have hoarded
for many montbs, and now they get exorbitant
prices for them, because no one knows how
soon light may be the greatest of luxuries, Re-
publican eongs and dublously moral caricatures
—Dbut quile a8 moral as were the persons whom
they caricature—appear in the shop windows.
The omnibuees run from Bicetre under flre
down into the city, and hacks ply in the same
drenmy, devil-may-care fashion.

All good citizens now confine themselves to
bread and cofiee, and let the weaker and poorer
have the meat. The vegetarinns are In ecstasies,
The poor servant women and sewing girls—you
will remember that I have onee given you an
Idea what thege latter earn—are suffering hor-
ribly in the siege. Many of them, in the hurry
and melee, can get nothing to eat; their last bit
of money 18 gone, and suicide or the hospital Is
their only relief. The number of self-murders
does not seem to have been so large since the
investment of Paris as befcre. This is a some-
what noteworthy fact, The excitement pro-
bably makes miscry somewhat more sup-
portable.
